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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to response for election/restriction filed January 6, 2007. 
Applicant elected Group I, claims 1-10. Claims 1 1-20 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Luth et 
al. (US 6,446,044). 

Regarding claims 1-10 Luth teaches a processor (see col. 6 line 48 to col. 7 line 4) for 
detecting a survey being performed; a memory for storing survey information, user information 
and an output for outputting information regarding compensation or reward; wherein the reward 
is earned is at least cash, non-cash, etc., output device for transmitting the reward information to 
a communication device associated with the individual(see abstract, fig. 1 and col. 1 lines 23-46, 
col. 3 lines 1-36); receiver for receiving information regarding the survey or poll (computer or 
telephone).

Hamlin (US 6754635) teaches an apparatus for automating the conduct of surveys over a 
network system. 

Boe (US 6236975) teaches system and method for profiling customers for targeted 
marketing.

Walker (US 62161 1 1 Bl) teaches system and method for telemarketing presentations. 

Berkson (US 6049779 A) teaches a call center incentive system and method. 

Alavi (US 5970467 A) teaches accurate market survey collection method.
